URBANA H — A corn-damaging 
blight of mysterious origin is threat­ 
ening the corn crops of five Southern 
Illinois counties, a University of Illi­ 
nois agricultural professor said to­ 
day. 
Prof. Waller 0. Scott led an 
11-man research team Tuesday on 
a field trip to get specimens of 
damaged corn. The blight now is 
prevalent in Alexander, Pulaski, 
Union, Wabash and Johnson coun­ 
ties, he said. 
Scott said the affected corn is 
stunted in growth, often growing to 
only one-third of normal height. The 
stalks have turned yellow' and in
